He also op-
pesed the elevation of Louls Napo eon to the Prest.
uencey, and after that event became his strenvous
aptagonist in the National Assembly, The lmpliva-
tiom of Ledru-Rollin In the plot to overthrow the
Prince President rendered L necessary for the
leader of the “Mountain™ party to seck safety [n
Eogland, after which Jules Favre succeeded to the
leadersiup,

By the eoup 'etad he was driven into retiremeont,
as he rofused to take the oasth of alleglance to the
pew Coustitution on being elected a member of the
Conseil-Gieneral of Lolre-ct<khone. He then de-
voted himsell for some years 1o his profession, and
as one of the connsel of Orsinl, in October, 1553,
created an lmmense sensation by the boldness and
eloguence of his defense of the reckless enthuosiast
who had attempted the life of the Emperor. But he
entered the Corpe  Logislatif  the same year,
taking the oath of allegiance to the empirs
which he detested; and since that time, by sace-
oessive re-elections in 188 and 1869, has sigos-
lged Mmsell by an nnswerving antagonlsm to
the Imperial pollcy, He woas one of the eriginal
“five” opposition members, has advoeated the com-
plote liberty of the press, opposed the “law of de-
portation, " fought against French interference in
the Italiun war of independence aguinst Austria in
1849, and in 1564 severely adsalled the {ll.-starred
Mexican venture of the Empereor, In 1357 he pub.
lshed & work entitled “Contemporancous Bilo-
graphy,” sud gince that time many of his famous
speeches and soveral pamphlels have been given Lo
the public io a permancos form. Io Augusi, 15880,
and sgain in 1881, Le was elected batonnier or pre-
sident of the order of advocates at Parls, o fitting
recognition of his high standing in the profession ;
and 1o May, 1587, he became o metuber of the French
Academy.

When Napoleon showed signs of ylelding some-
thing to the prossure of pubdic oploion after the
generpl elections of May, 1569, M. Favre was mens
tioned prominently in conneotion with M. Ollivier as
the bead of the pew respousivle minisiry. He saw
olearly, bowaever, the sham of the whole proceedings,
and declined 1o become & party 1o the experiment of
a ‘copstitutional regime,” On the 85th of June lasy
M. Favre dellvered a gpeech in th* Chamber, in
whiich he was s nnmerciful to the Lii. empire as 1o
the second: and after the defeat of the French
armies, he was ready to load the assaalt against
the Olivier mipistry, while urgli g 20 unfinching
reslstavce Lo the lnvaders. In toe exciting scencs
in the Corps Legialnt: that ended in Ollivier's dowa-
fall M. Favre played an importsnt part, and on the
acoession of Count Pallkso he gave the new govern-
ment his cordinl support in all measures nocessary
for resistunce to the invaders, while denouneing
the moen who had brought misfortune upon the
couniry.

of Parls under the patronage of his father-in-law,
M. Liouville, batoiuder or presaident of the order of
advocates. 1n June, 1585, ho was clected » member
of the Corps Logisisir a8 an “opposition” candldate,
and soon LWOOK AL Aclive puart io the deliberations of
that body, egpecially upon linancial questinne,

In the famous session of 1560 he was one of the
opposition members known by the name of ““The
Five,” and attracted general attention by the keen-
ness of the satire which pervaded his specches, In

preferred to sit for Marsellles, and Rochefort wis
returned in his place from the first ciroumaeription
of Paris, M. Gambetta took a prominent part in the
exeiung seenes which proceded and followed the
accession of M., Ollivier to power; and when the
Corps Legislatil roassembled on the 9th of August
lust, after the outbreak of the war, he wiad At onoe
reco gnized as a leader of the opposition to the Prime
Minieter. He eagerly urged the necesaity for the
most extensive preparations to repel the lovaders,
and ip common with M. Thiers he Jolned hands with
Ceunt Palikao, the new Mialster, in vindicating the
pational konor in the origés,  After the first reverses
of the French he made haste to hold the Emperor
and his adherents responsible for the disaster, and
to demand that the nation shonld reassume the
power it had confded o irresponsiole and incapable
nands.  Of late he has been one of the most promi-
pent leaders of the movement for a nniversal arming
of the pecple to repel the Prusélan invaders, and for

years ago he revealed humself 1o the great panlie of
Parte by the publieation of a pamphiet entiiled Les
Comptes Fantastige s d M, Hawsonann, This pamaph-
jet started & werrible reaction against the former
Prefect &f the Beipe, and even before the accession
of Ullivier 1o power nearly cokt him his plase. The
ngures which were for the frst time sabmitted to
the public in this work were made Lhe basis of & pro-
longed discussion In the Corps Legisiatif, which
vrought the Government to the admlasion that there
bad been “leregularities” in Baron Hoasamann's
sccounts. M. Ferry ot once became excosdigly
popular with the overburdened tax-payers of Parls,
AL the elections of Inst year he becane acaodidate

for the Corps Legisiatif lo the Sixth distriet of the
capital, inbabited chiedy by persons of aristocratic
tendencies and surroundings, But M, Ferry showed

It was on Suunday, the 84 of July last, that

General Prim called the Council of Miolsiars |

together at Madrid and anvounced to tuem

The Unadidaey of Prince Leopold for the
Threne of =pala.

For some time Genernl Prim had been en-
gaged in negotiations with the Prince, and the
latter, as stated Ly the intriguing Spaniard, had
at Jast afnounged his acceptance of the throne
on ¢ondition hat be saould receive the vote of
the Cortes therefor. There was much opposition
to the project at first, but on the evenlog of the
41h, at & m eling of the Ministers, presided over
by the Regent Berrano, the course taken by
General Prim was approved, and the Cortes
were ordered 10 be convoked on the 20th for the
purpose of voting on the proposition.

Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern-Bigmaringen,
a8 all the world soon discovered, was a young
nian of thirty-five, a member of a younger
branch of the royal line of Prussia, and de-
scended from an adopted daughter of the firat
Napoleon who was the second cousin of Queen
Hortenee, the mother of Napoleon IIL. Thus
he was cloeely related to the rnling family of
France—even more g0 than to that of Prossia—
and the Spanish Minlsters doubtless imagined
thiet on this account he wonld not prove objec-
tionable to the Freuch Emperor, as had all the
eandidales who had preceded him. Bat In thia
tbey were destined to be grievously mistaken.

On the 6th of Jaly the new candidature was
spread all over Europe, and France was in an
uproar in an instant. On that day several mem-
bers of the Corps Legialatif submitted inter-
pellations to the ministry on the subject, and
were assured that the governments ol Prussia
and Spain bad been notified already by the
Duke de Gramont, Minister of Foreign Affairs,
that France could not give her assent. Oatslde
of official circles, llkewise, an Intense opposi-
tion to the project was at once developed, on
ihe supposition that it was the result of Count
von Biemarck's lntrigues, aod intended by the
great Prussian statesman as ‘‘a check and a
menace to France,”

On the 6th of July, the Doke de Gramont an-
nounced that under no pretext would the French
government permita German power to place
ope of ita princes on the throne of Charles V.
The British government at once Interfered ‘to
avert the threatened complication, and a long
quadrangular discussion ensued belween the
courts of London, Parls, Berlin, and Bpalu.
King Willlam was sojourning at Emsat the
time, where was also Count Benedetu, the
Freneh Ambassador, who perzlstently pressed
the King to know whether the schoeme had re-
celved his sanction. He was assured that it
had not, and that the Prussian government
knew nothing whatever of the projected candi-
datore, On the 9th of July, Benedetti de-
manded that the King should order Prince Leo-
pold to withdraw his acceptasce of the candida-
ture,towhich the King responded that, not haviog
ordered him to accept it, he counld not order him
to renounce it. On the 1ltb, Benedetl de-
manded that the King should impress upon the
Prince the neceasity of abandoning the pro,ect,
to which the King replied that the Prince was
free to act In the matter, and moreover thal he
was abroad ot the time. Oo the public prome-
pade st Eme, on the 15th, the Kiog showed Lo
Bepedettl & newspaper telegram aanounciog
that Prince Leopold had withdrawn from the
candidature, and st the same time informed the
French Ambassador thal be (the King) had not
yét bad any communication from Prince Leo-
pold on the sabject,

Meanwhile the withdrawal of Prince Leopold
bhad been telegraphed to Madrid on the 12th,
aud with this anpouncement It was generally
hoped that a peaceful solution of the difficulty
was possible, although Frapce had already
begun actively to prepare for the contingency
of war, and Prossls hed moved considerable
forces to the Rhuioe frontier. Oa the 14th, 1
the Corps Leglalatif, the Duke de Gramont an-
nouvced to the French Chambers the offlaial
notification of Prince Leopold’s withdrawal,
““The pegotiations,” he said, “‘which we have
been puréning with Prussis have had no olher
olyect, bul they have not yot lerminated."

At the interview between King Willism snd
Count Benedettl, on the 13uh, the layter had de-
manded on the part of France that the former
should distlnctly promise never sgain to con-
sent to Prince Leopold'’s candldature. The Klag
firmly declined to comply with this rogucat,

dett] Insisted upon another andlence In order Lo
resume the subject. This audience ‘the Xm;,
refused to grant, on the gronad that no farther
reply was necessary, and that ell nogotiations
should be conineted through the regular diplo-
matic chanpels. Thon Benedett] asked leave W
return to Franoce, and this request w s granted.
The pretoxt for war on the part of France had
disappeared, bnt war was lnevitable.

The Declarntion of War.

It was on the 156th of Jaly that the Spanksh
Minister of Forelgn Affairs formally communi-
cated to the reprosentatives of Spain in for-
elgn countries a telegram recoived by him from
Prince Charles Anthony of lozenhollern, the
father of Prinee Leopold, in which he sald: —

“On account of the compileations which seem o
rike ont of the fact that my son Leopold 18 & eandi-
date for the throne of Spain, and on account of the
lmntl;lettl‘ muntlnn wllm:l; the jate eventa have made
for the Spanish people, by placiog thom k& posiglon
in which they are controlled by Ylwlr national feel
ings; and as I am satisfied thay, upder snoh olronm-
BIADCER, thelr sulfrages would not be ai froe and a8
spontancous 88 my son has beon led to belleve, in
consediing to become a cundidate, 1 withdraw him
in his own name."” F

The grievance of France, or rather that of
Napoleon, was thus done away with—the alleged
casus belli bad dieappearcd. Bul Lthe aggran-
dizing ephiit of Pruseia remained, and Napoleon
waa rerolved on war. Henedetll had been ‘Yin-
sulted,” King William had refused to guarantee
that the candidature of Prince Leopold would
never be revived, and the henor and safety ef
France demanded a resort 0 arms. Boch was
the illogical argument of the Emperor, and un-
bhappily for France he was able to persuade the
people to take the same view.

Bo, on the afternoon of the same day, July 15,
thie declaration of war was formally announced
te the Benate and Coips Leglslatif. The Duke
de Gramont, (Le Minlster of Furelgn Affairs, in
makiog the announcement to the Benate, read
the fullowling as the declaration of the Minis-
ry:—

Gentlemen—The manper in which the nation has
Fectived your geclaration convinees us that we may
cynnt upon its support. We sought L0 make known
onr legitimate grievances  Accordingly we have
required nothiog from Spaln: we have not deemed
1t necessary to treat with the Prince of Hohenrol-
Jern, who I8 protecied by the hing of Prussin, The
majority of the powers have hastened 1o recognise
thie jusMee of our demsnds. We addressad ourselyes
thus to the Minlster of Forelgn Afsira at &
who anuounced that he was sulirely nnscqualn
with this famlly matter. In view of his faet,
we gought pomtence of the Kiog himseM, and or-
dered M. Benedettl to go umnediately o Bms,
King Willlkm pretended that he had taken no
part in the negotiarions undertaken with refes
rence o the candidacy of the Frince of Hohen-
zollerni; that he haa participated’ in them st
their termination 10 give his consent, Not a8 gove-
relgn botas heod of the family.  [tbolng imposstbie
thut these rchaons Bhoukld appear setisfaotory Lo us,
wa lnsisted that the King of Prossia shoald advise
and demand that the Mince of Hohonsoligra re-
nonnce all caim to the throne of Spuln, Mosnwhile,
there came from Spain a declaration from M, de
Ologaza, aunonncing that the Prince had resounced
the Crown.

great when we were Lold that the King of Prussia
wonid 10 longer reccive ovr wmbassador, and to
muoke his refu=al dedvite, he had given notice of
such refusal to other powers. Moreover, the King of
Prussia had reqoested M, Werther to withdraw.
We have neglected nothing to avoid war; we now
prepare ourselves to ondure what 18 olfered ua,
and to take such measures ad the honor of Franee
demands,

How the Declaration of War was Recelved in
France,

After De Gramont had finished the reading of
this document in the Senate, M. Ronher, the
President, asked if any Senator wished to
speak, and was answered by loud eries of ““No!
No!" He then continved: —

““As Prealdent of the Senate, | will staté that the
Senste, responding for the uation, approvea the
conduct of the Government, We muast place our

hopes in Providence and rely upon olr cousage for
the triumph of our rights.”

In the Corps Legislatif, however, a different
scene transpired. A copy of the document read
before the Benate was read aleo In this body,
apnd after it was concluded M. Thiers rose and
in a long and powerful speech opposed the
course of the Government, He argued that
France had recelved satisfuction from Prussia
in the withdrawal of the Hoheozollern eandi-
dature, “Prussia,” he said, *shounld have been
attacked when she attempled the nnion of the
German States; then war would have boen leglti-
mate, and we should have been sustuined.” He
recalled the blunder of the Government in the
Mexican expedition, and the blander In
permitting the copsummation of German
unity by a policy of non-intervention
in 1866, and boldly pronounced
its action in the present case ns a blunder of
equal magnitude. M. Oliivier, the Prime Minis-
ter, Interrupted him to say that It was impossi-
ble for the Governmant to do otherwise than it
bad done, and throughout hls speech the great-
est confusion and agitation prevalled. When
gilence was restored, M, Gambelts demanded
that allthe correspondence had with Prussia on
the subject be laid before the Chamber, a de-
mand seconded by M. Jules Favre iu along
gpeech, In which he wsforted thel France could
not make war on the authgrity of mere Lele-
grams. But the Miniatry made this o Lest ques-
tion, and were sustained by a vote of 164 to 84.
At snother sesslon held the game day, the Corps
Legialatif, by a vote of 246 to 10, many members
of the party of the Left refusing to vote, ratifled
projects of law brought forward by the Ministry
for ealling the Garde Mobile lato active service,
for anthorizing the enlistment of voluuteers,
and for issuing loans for the army and navy,

Thus the Ewmperor had the support of the
Chambers, as well as of his wilolsters, and the
people likewise rallled around him with won-
derful  unanimity. The war fever spread
through Parls and all France like an epidemic.
A vision of the left bank of the Rhiue as the
future boundary of France throughont its length
aroee before the excitabie nation, the gricvances
which It had suffered al the hands of the third
Napoleon were lost sight of for the moment,
and all France clamored to be led to the front.

But the great French uprising dwindled into
Insignificance by the side of the grand epectacle
which was presented throughout the length and
breadth of Germany—a spectacle which hos
unever been surpassed, amd which has beon ap-
proached only by the first grest uprising indhe
Northern Biates of the Union when the war
sgainst the Mebvellion was inauguratod in 8L,
